Ex-con charged in 
murder of father

A Neareast Columbus man 
who police describe as an ex- 
con with an extensive criminal 
record, dating back to 1972, 
has been charged with murder 
in the Sept. 27 stabbing death 
of his father.

Walden ‘like an old song’ says man who convicted her

Linda Lee Walden, the 


woman accused in the 1980 
shotgun slaying of William H. 
Whitfield I!) is “like an old song 
that keeps coming back,” said 
Al White. 

White, now in private prac- 
tice, was a senior prosecuting 
attorney in 1981 when he con- 
vinced a jury that Walden was 
guilty of the murder of 
Whitfield. 

He said the jury's 10-2 vote 
for acquittal in the retrial, 
“defied reasoning.” 

“They did not believe any of 


Linda Walden’'s story. They 
had to believe she was guilty 
once the self-defense fell 
apart. If they concluded that 
she was lying, then the whole 
thing should halve fallen 
through.” 

White, who was hesitant to 
second guess the prosecution 
team, believes the prosecutor's 
didn't have an indepth case. 

When he prosecuted, White 
said, he called any and all wit- 
nesses that could enlighten the 
jury about the relationship 
between Walden and Whitfield. 


“| wanted to totally destroy 
her credibility before she took 
the stand. | tore apart her story 
about self defense before she 
even reached the stand, the ex- 
prosecutor said. 


White said he was disap- 
pointed that Walden was 
allowed to portray herself as a 
victim “rather than a convicted 
murderer.” 

White is convinced beyond a 
doubt that Walden is guilty.

Thomas, a 1962 graduate of 
Central State, and vice- 
president for academic affairs 
for the past seven years, will be 
inaugurated at a special con-

McLin attacks 
Johnson ouster

State Rep. C.J. McLin (D- 
Dayton), dean of the legislative 
Black caucus and close ally of 
Gov. Richard F. Celeste, 
attacked the Celeste: adminis- 
tration’s ouster of Mental 
Retardation and Developmen- 
tal Disabilities (MRDD) direc- 
tor Dr. Minnie Fells Johnson 
recently, warning that “the 
Black community is probably 
outraged because of the 
procedure they used.” 

McLin also defended.John- 
son’s performance in the vola- 
tile post, saying, “her office has 
run better than any previous 
one | have seen.” 

McLin also expected that the 
group he chairs, the Black 
Elected Democrats of Ohio 
(BEDO), would meet with the 
governor over Johnson's 
dismissal. 

Johnson; who is from Day- 
ton, was appointed in March, 
1983 to her post after a stint as 
Gretta: of Humen Services.in 

County (Fort Lauder- 
had also been 


Montgomery County, Ohio. 

Almost from the beginning 
of her tenure in MRDD, John- 
son was embroiled in controv- 
ersy. Her academic creden- 
tials were questioned by the 
press. She was also attacked 
for her handling of the closure 
of the Orient Developmental 
Center in Orient, Ohio just out- 
side Columbus. The center had 
been forced to close as part of 
a state-ordered program of 
removing clients from large 
institutions and placing them 
in group homes in the 
communities. 

The beginning of Johnson's 
end started with the death of 
clients in a group home run by 
a Cincinnati-based, Black-run 


company called Meridian 
Community Care, Inc., and at 
another facility, the Southwest 
Develomental Center, man- 
aged by another Black-run 
firm, New Horizons, Inc. 

Newspaper investigations 
into the deaths sparked 
charges that the homes were 
overcharging the state for their 
‘services, by as much as $5 mil- 
lion, and providing poor qual- 
ity care. 

Gov. Celeste commissioned 
an independent report by 
Black Columbus attorney and 
former Ohio State University 
law professor Robert Carter, 
which was eritical of the finan- 
cial systems in MRDD. 

“The last straw,” however, 
according to one Celste 
staffer, was a series of articles 
in the Cleveland Plain Dealer 
which spotlighted allegations 
of rape, patient abuse, and 
possibly murder at the Nor- 
theast Ohio Developmental 
Center, one of the facilities run 
by the department of mental 
retearceaton..: 

Celeste supporters argued 
that Johnson should have 
moved aggressively to take 
control of conditions at 
NEODC. 

McLin called the charge that 
she was not performing effec- 
tively “a lie. Inall the time | have 
been in the legislature, her 
office has run better than any 
previous one | have seen.” 

Johnson was forced to 
resign while Gov. Celeste was 
abroad on a trade mission to 
China and India. According to 
published sources, Johnson 
had met with Celeste chief of 
staff Raymond Sawyer, who 
urged her to resign. After she

nor, she agreed to resign.

his suit, Cunningham alleges 
that Sears terminated him 
unfairly and humiliated him 
when. in May, 1980, they fired 
him for “conduct unbecoming 
a Sears executive.” 

Cunningham further alleges 
that his firing was motivated by 
age and race discrimination. 

He is asking for damages in 
an undetermined amount, 
back pay, attorney fees and 
other legal costs. 

Sears denies that age or race 
was a factor in their decision to 
fire him. They are expected to 
attempt to prove that Cun- 
ningham was an unfit manager 
who “touched” certain female 
subordinates in ways that 
made them feel ‘uncom- 
fortable.” 

On advice of counsel, Cun- 
ningham refused to comment 
direcity upon the case. His 
attorney, noted civil rights law- 
yer Leo P. Ross, seemed Cant 
dent when comacied by tere 
phone Monday. 

“Obviously, | think we havea 
strong case here, or | wouldn't 
be fooling around with it.”
